A l t h o u g h immigration hrs been greatly restricted by the 
law now in effect, the United Slates is obtaining new citizens at 
the rate of about 780 a month, according to data compiled by the 
Department of Labor. 
This is due to a law enacted by Congress 
during the war which permitted all aliens in the army and navy 
to become naturalized without the necessary five-years’ residence, 
and also permitted the waiving of the first paper requirement. 
Estim ates of the War and Navy Departments showed there were 
over 400,OOO aliens in the army and navy. 
Naturalization in the army was only getting well under way 
when the armistice was signed. 
In order to be fair with those 
alien enlisted men who had not yet availed themselves of the op­ 
portunity to become naturalized under the special act of Congress, 
the privileges of the special law were extended to all honorably 
discharged ex-service men for a period of one year after all Amer­ 
ican troops returned to the United States.
